they resided for live years. In 185(1 Mr. 
Hunt became a citizen of Macou county. 
He rejnoved to Nianlic and thero built 
the first house in that town and made 
his home there for several years. He 
went there to assist in the work of 
building what is now known as the Wa- 
bash railroad. When the track laying 
reached the town a wood anil water 
station was established ami for a time 
Niantic, from a railroad point of view, 
was looked upon as a more important 
town than\ Decatur. 


For a period of ten years he looked 


after that station tor the company, as- 
sisted by some of his sous. In those 
days the 
engines, which 
were not 


many ou the road, had to take water 
from hand pumps and Mr. Hunt looked 
after that work in addition to piling 
the cord wood which was used for fuel, 
and looking after the station. 


He invested in land north and east 


of the town, the settlers and neighbors 
at that time being Jesse Lockhurt, .Toab 
Wilkinson, Dr. Henry Clark, Dr. Pharis 


nil the decedent, wlio is the last of that 


coterie of old settlers to die. With the 
breaking out of the war and the entry 
of his sons in the service, Mr. Hunt 
abandoned his duties as agent for the 
company and 'devoted himself to farming 
which pursuit he -followed until 1875, 
when be removed 1o Decatur and has 
sinco been n resident of this city. 


Up until the time of his death his 


mind remained clear and 
his memory 


good. The morning before he died ho 
was recounting old times. He was a 
member of St. Patrick's Catholic church. 


Two of his sons died several years 


ago; one was William Hunt, who in 
the war of the rebellion was a member 
of the 110th Illinois; he died about six- 
teen years ago; another son, who died 
twenty-two years ago, was .Tames Hunt; 
in the war he was a member of the 10th 
Illinois cavalry. Patrick Hunt, a sur- 
viving son, was also in the service of 
Uncle Sam during the war; he acted as 
a carpenter.
